Tho Kinds of Currency That Aro UHO«I by 


'foreign Countries. 


Tho Bank of England noto is 5 inches 


hy 8 iu dimensions and is printed in 
black ink on Irish liucii water lined pa- 
per, plain white, with niggecl edges. 
Tho notes of tho Biuiquo do France aro 
mado of white water- lined paper, print- 
ed in blue and black, with numerous 
mythological and allegorical pictures, 
and running in deucmination from the 
25 franc noto to tho 1,000 franc. Souih 
American curroiicy, in most conutries, 
is about tho sizo and appearance of 
American bills, except that cinnamon 
browu and shitu blue aro the prevailing 
colors and that Spanish and Portuguese 
are tho prevailing languages engraved 
on the face. 


Tho German currency is ratlitr ar 


tistio. Tho bills aic printed iu green 
and black. They run in denominations 
from o to 1,000 marks. These latter 
bills aio printed on silk fiber paper. 


Tho Chinese paper cnucncy is in red, 


white and yellow, with gilt lettering 
nnd gorgeous littlo hand drawn devices. 
Tho bills, to the ordinary financier, 
might puss for washing bills, but they 
aro worth good money in tho Flowery 
Kingdom. Italian notes aro of all sizes, 
shapes arid coloib. Tho smaller bills, 5 
and 10 lire notes, aro printed on while 
paper iu pink, bluo aucl carmine inks 
and ornamented with u finely engraved 
vignette of King Humbert. 


The lOOrublo noio of Russia is barred 


from top to bottouj witJi nil tho colors 
of (ho rainbow, blended as when shown 
through a priuu. In tho center, in bold 
relief, stands a largo, finely csecutud 
vignette ol the Empress Catherine I. 
This is in black. The other engraving is 
not at all intricate, or elaborate-, but is 
well douo in daik ami light brown and 
black inks. Tho Australian bill is print- 
ed on light-coloicd (hide paper which 
shows none of tho silk liber marks or 
geometric lines used iu American cur- 
rency as u protection against counter- 
feiting.—Goldcfl Days.

THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 


It'is announced that Commissioner 


Calhoun baa completed his investiga 
tion of affairs in Cuba and will return 
to the United 
Stages on the next 


steamer. He declines to furnisn any 
information for publication, but will 
report personally to President Me- 
Kinlpy. The substance of his report, 
will not, therefore, be disclosed, except 
through Government channels. 


The Havana correspondent of the 


New York World, says, however, that 
Mr. Calhoun is puzzled. Many con 
tradiotory stories relative to the insur- 
rection have been poured into his ears. 
Mr. Calhonn, however, is for peuce, if 
peace be possible, and will recommend 
that the war be stopped at all hazards. 
He will urge in support of his recom- 
mendation, the condition of America 
and Am'erican interests in Cuba, aiid 
tho frightful condition of the country 
people, which he knows from personal 
experience. 


Isn't it strange, to say the least, that 


the recognition of the Cuban°, or the 
question whether or not we shall have 
a controversy with Spain over tbe 
Cuban insurrection, depends upon tbe 
report of one man and that man one 
who is not responsible to the people ? 
Mr. Calhoun was not delegated by the 
people to go to Cuba to investigate, 
nor was he sent there by Congress 
though that body was in session when 
he left on bis mission. He is responsi 
ble only to the President and is not 
accountable even to him for tha truth 
of what he reports. If the President 
is favorably impressed with his report 
and disposed to actT^upon his sug 
gestions and recommendations, he will 
so intimate to some of his mouth- 
pieces in Congress and Speaker Reed 
will'then permit the body to net. 


Commissioner Calhoun is, therefore, 


the person who virtually detei mines 
whether or not the United States shal; 
recognize the independence 
or the 


belligerency of Onbn. He is at present 
a bigger man than Tom Eeed, and that, 
all things considered, is saying a great 
deal. 


OKEGON SI.LV.Eli 3IKN. 


A conference of silver men was held 


at Albany, Oregon, last Wednesday at 
which every county in the State was 
represented. 
The object of the confer- 


ence was to unite all who are in favor 
of the restoration of silver in a union 
party. A declaration of principles was 
issued, which it is believed every silver 
man in the State will indorse. The 
principles enumerated are as follows: 


"We demand the free and unlimited 


coinage of gold and silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, independent of any other 
nation; that the Government shall is- 
sue all money without the interven- 
tion of banks, and in sufficient quan 
tity, and that no contract or law shall 
discriminate 
against 
any 
kind of 


money issued by the Government. 


"We are opposed to tbe issue of 


United States interest-bearing bonds 
in time of peace, and we demand the 
redemption of Oregon from 
rings, 


combinations and corrupt 
methods. 


We demand that the people shall have 
the veto power over all legislative 
enactments by use of 
the 
refer- 


endum. We recommend and invite all 
reformers of the State tn unite with us 
and we pledge ourselves to carry out 
the bond of union." 


A detailed plan of organization was 


agreed upon and the State committee 
of the Union Bimetallic party was 
selected to effect a union of the Popu- 
list Silver party and tho Bryan Demo- 
crats. 


Division in the ranks of the silver 


men in Oregon gave the State to the 
gold men last year. 
Now it is pro- 


posed to unite the silver men of all 
parties against the common enemy 
and if wise counsel prevails that will 
be accomplished, and the State will 
be freed from the corrupt rings, which 
now control it and run it for their own 
selfish purposes. 


A CONFERENCE of silver men is to be 


held at Chicago next Tuesday. It is 
expected that Senator Teller of Color- 
ado, Senator Duboia of Idaho, Ex- 
Congressman Patterson of Colorado, 
Congressman Hartman of Montana 
and other prominent advocates of bi- 
metallism, will be present. It is mor- 
ally certain that tliu free coinage and 
equal use of gold and silver money 
will be the paramount issue in the 
next campaign, and 
a determined 


effort will be made to unite all the 
Domocrate, Republicans, Populists, 
and Prohibitionists, who believe in the 
restoiation of silver on that issue. 


OHAIBHAN DIXGLET is consoling him- 


self with tho knowledge that while the 
Senate finance Committee materially 
changed his bill, it is just as favorable 
to the trusts and almost as obnoxious 
to the people as when it passed the 
House of Representatives. 
Mr. Diag- 


lay is not hypercritio. He seems to 
have but one object in view, that of 
serving the trusts, and as they are 
satisfied with the senate bill he finds 
no fault.
